Expurgated From His History 
‘Reported Recovered in Russia 


Secrecy Maintained by the Rev. Vacher Burch, 
London Dispatch Says, Concerning Loca- 
tion of Documents Hitherto Supposed Lost.

LONDON, April 24.—(By Mail )— 
gyri re and almost contempora- 
ry evidence concerning the life of 
Christ has been discovered in Rus- 
sia, and a sensation will be caused 
when the full text is issued of what 
Josephus, famous historian, wrote 
about Christ in the original but 
hitherto unknown edition of his 
“Jewish War’ composed within the 
generation following the Crucifixe 

ion. 
The authority for these state- 
ments is the Rev. Dr.Vacher Burch, 
well known from 
Dr. Rendell Harris in studying the 
origins of Christianity. The mys- 
tery with which Dr. Burch shrouds 
at present the location of the pre- 
cious new manuscripts and even 
the nam® of the Jewish schol who 
is preparing the text, cannot at 
present be cleared up. 
It is possible that the hostility 
with which the Bolshevist Russian 
Government regards Christianity 
may have led the scholars con- 
cerned to wish to complete their 
laboérs before making known the 
full importance of manuscripts 
that appear to be in Russian hands 
and may be Russian State property. 
For this theory of mine Dr. Burch 
is not responsible. 

Summary of the Report. 
The main facts, however, may be 
briefly summarized an Dr. Burch’s 
authority. 
Josephus, who lived from about 
88 A. D. to 100 A. D., was a Na- 
tionalist Jew, who, until he became 
Roman, was concerned in the Jew- 
ish movements to throw off the 
Roman yoke. He composed his 
“Jewish War,” as he states in the 
Greek versicn, the only one known 
up to now, originally in Aramaic, 
so that it might be read by the 
Jews throughout the East. The 
Greek version of this book was 
produced in later years, when 
Josephus had becume friendly with 
the Romans and it now appears 
was subjected to drastic revision, 
including the elimination of refer- 
ences to Christ, in order not to 
offend Roman susceptibilities. 
There is no mention in the Greek 
version of, the “Jewish War” of 
Jesus of Nazareth and this fact 
has been used with damaging ef- 
fect by Gibbon and other skeptics 
to argue that the teachings and 
death of Christ can have attracted 
little or no attention at the time, 
since Josephus nerrates in’ great 
detail the most trivial’ events of the 
period. ; : 
Another and later beok by Jo- 
sephus, the “Antiquities of the 
Jews,” has also survived in a Greek 
version and contains a passage 
which was formerly regarded as a 
Christian interpolation. According 
to Dr. Burch and Prof. G. H. Box 
of. King’s College, London, also a 
well-known scholar, the bulk of this 
passage is now generally believed 
authentic, although it contains ob- 
vious interpolations. The disputed 
passage follows: 
“Now there was about this time 
(i. e. about the time of the risings 


— 


the corruption of the old Mexico 
existed no longer.

In the United States 
80 per cent of the revenue is go- 
ing for war purposes, while three- 
tenths of one per cent goes for the 
Federal Bureaa of Education. In 
Mexico in one year 8000. rural 
schools have been established, the 
whole school system has been re- 
vamped. Experts in hygiene, in 
agriculture and in education have 
been sent out to educate the people. 
Education via Radio. 
“In two years 20,000 libraries 
have been @ent out over the coun- 
try. Every night the Department 
of Education's radio, the most pow- 
erful in the country, is busy, not 
on jazz, but on educating the Mex- 
ican people,” 
He said that every worker in 
Mexico, from newsboy to schdol | 
teacher, was organized, forming’ a 
labor organigation of 1,500,000 per- 
sons, with a definite program. The 
army, he said, has been reduced ta 
50,000, at a financia} saving of 
$50,000,000 a year. “ 
Coyle closed with the argumen 
that the gdwancement of Mexigo 
along thé tines it was being led 
was of vital importance to Amer- 
ican business. i 
| “A peon with nothing but a suit

Interpolations Called Obvious. 

It is obvious that Josephus could 
not have called Jesus the Messiah, 
or spoken of His rising from the 
dead, for, had he held those views, 
they would infuse his whole work. 
As matters have stood until now, 
parts of the passage quoted above, 
if they be accepted as genuine, rep- 
resent almost the only réference to 
Christ in the voluminous. writings 
of the historians of the Jews. 


But there has supervened the 
remarkable discovery which is the 
subject of this articles Among @ 
pile of manuscript found in Rus- 
sia, written in the ancient Church 
language of the Slavs, is a transla- 
tion in Slavonic of both ‘‘The Jew- 
ish War” and “The Antiquities” of 
Josephus. 

In the Slavonic text of ‘The Jew 
ish War,” which Dr. Burch states 
has clearly been translated from 
the original Aramaic and not from 
the Greek, as the slightest ac- 
quaintance with comparative phil- 
ology demonstrates, there is a con- 
siderable account of Christ. The 
following summary is given by Dr. 
Burch of what Josephus wrote 
about Christ when he was writ- 
ing for his own people before he 
went Sver to the Roman side: 


} 


“Josephus tells us: 
*‘(a) That he knows all about 
the trial of Jesus before Pilate. 


“(b) That in the time of the 
Emperor Claudius and of the 
Procurators Cuspius Fadus and 


Tiberius Alexander, many were the 
‘slaves’ of the wonder worker 
Jesus. 

‘‘(c) That these preached that 


risen from the dead, and as well 
they taught the new law, which Is 
in opposition to the old Jewish 
law. 

‘‘(d) That these very early mes- | 
sengers of: Jesus were «teaching 
others, who and what He was and 
is, by the help of the primitive

There appears little doubt as to 
the antiquity of the Slavonic text, 
and Dr. Burch holds that the ref- 
erences to Christ in the narrative 
are of a nature to afford a strong 
presumption of authenticity. 


The naive eurly Christian writers 
who made a habit of forging refer- 
ences to Christ in the classical au- 
thors would have lacked the cun- 
ning or learning to discuss Him as 
Josephus would have discussed a 
prophet and wonder-worker in 
whom he did not believe. But this 
is apparently the tone of the new 
revelations. 

There remains the question if Jo- 
sephus actually wrote in his last 
Aramaic original these references 
of which translations have now 
been found, why they did not ap- 
pear in the Greek text which he 
issued Pater and which was read by 
the Romans and the educated 
world of his time. A plausible an- 
swer is furnished by what is known 
of Josephus himself and his rela- 
tiens with the Romans. Dr. Burch 
states:

To 
visitors who came, the stalwart fig- 
ure who has been Uncle Joe to 
them for 50 years was ready to 
wave a greeting from the veranda, 
a raising of the left hand, now 
trembling, which once wielded in 
a grip of steel the gavel of the 
House of Representatives. 

Perpetual Stogie in His Jaws. 

None of the old picture is lack- 


ing. The omnipresent stogie is 
clenched . between his’ teeth—a 
milder stogie, though. The close-

Among the cartoons he 
prizes most highly {!s one showing 
him in oratorical posture and an- 
other indicating his wrath at an ef- 
fort to appease him with the vice 
presidency in 1908 when his 
friends wanted him to head the 
ticket. 


Since his retirement from Con- 
gress in 1922, Uncle Joe has joined 
the St. James Methodist Episcopal 
Church which his wife attended. 
Two daguerreotypes of her’. stand 
on the table—she died yeafts ago. 
In the home which he built for his 
bride. he now lives with his two 
daughters, one unmarried, the oth- 
er a widow.

extent that it is given proper care 
and treatment than along come 
two new types of flooring for 
household use. Tile and rubber 
tile floors have long been used in 
business buildings but their adapt- 
ability to certain household uses 
has but recently been put into ef- 
fect. With these floors one must 
learn new Cleaning methods. 

The greatest known enemy of 
rubber is grease, as it causes it to 
become soft and spongy and will 
fade the colors, conseqyently soft 
soaps or oil soaps cannot be used 
on rubber as they are grease prod- 
ucts and the excessive lather or 


N © sooner have we learned to 


‘suds leaves a film on the surface 


to act as a binder for dirt. 

They also to a large degree con- 
tain caustic or other corrosive al- 
kalies which are detrimental to 
this class of flooring as they create 


a film which is hard to remove by | 


the rinsing process and therefore 
leaves a binder to hold dirt. 

To obtain ideal results in clean- 
ing rubber flooring it should be 
cleaned by the abrasive or scour- 
ing method, which gives a similar 
action to that obtained by a finish- 
er of highly polished surfaces, such 
as fine furniture or automobile 
bodies, when rotten stone is used 
to bring out the soft, smooth, fine 
grained luster. 

The action of the abrasive on 
rubber results in a smooth, glossy 
finish which prevents the penetra- 
tion of dirt and preserves the color. 
The abrasive, however, must not be 
of « formation which would 
scratch or mar the surface Or con- 
tain anything of a lye or caustic 
nature or other injurious fillers to 
soften the rubber and fade the 
colors. 

An abrasive of soft flake minera] 
which scours or rubs the floor but 
breaks down under presSure and 
therefore does not scratch or mar 
the surface nor does !t contain any 
injurious filters to harm the floor- 
ing or hurt the hands is most de- 
sirable. 

The two mop, two pall method is 
best for cleaning rubber tile floor- 
ing; One mop for applying the 
cleaner and the other for rinsing. 
Before washing the floor, it should 
be carefully brushed with a hair 
push brush to remove the free dirt. 

In cleaning the tile dampen the 
cleaned, sprinkle 
lightly with the abrasive powder, 
scrub well with soft brush or mop, 
rinse with clean water and dry 
with mop or cloth, thoroughly re- 
moving all the cleaning powder 
from the floor. 

If the powder collects in a white 
line about the joints .of the tile, it 
is an indication that too much is 
being used. Such discoloration can 
easily be removed with warm wWa- 
ter. 

Cleaning the floor in this way 
will bring out the lustre of the tile 
cleanings 
with the mop in which a little de- 
tergent is used, and rinsing and 
drying should be sufficient to keep 
the floor clean and sanitary. 

The same method is used in 
cleaning tile which may be jyel- 
lowed by the use of strong alkalis 
and made too slippery for comfort 
and ease in walking bwthe use of 
soap.
